BOARD OF REVENUE GETS INTO 
H 
THE HEART OF PROBLEM. 
T , 
There are worlds of impatient people, many 
here in Albany-Decatur and over Margas county, 
quite a few impatient people are interested in 
the two plans suggested for the building of a 
new courthouse here, anxious to learn what step 
the county board of revenue is going to take with 
reference to ¿Caching a new building. 
Really there is p© cause for anxiety, the cem- 
missioners have done exceedingly well with their 
problem. 
In the first place they have taken the 
matter with business like hands and have at­ 
tempted to bring a solution that wttl be satisfac­ 
tory to the people of this county. That much can 
be counted on now. 
In the next place they have devised a 
plan 
by which Morgan county may have a new court­ 
house with additions, but minus extra tax costs 
to the people of this county. That feature should 
doubly interest even the skeptical spectator of tha 
wrestling match commissioners are T having 
ip 
making a decision. 
Any time people can ¿ge$ 
something for nothing there is certain to be mt&h 
interest displayed, people cannot be blamed for 
taking hold of advantages and that is exactly 
what Mprgan county folks are busily engaged in 
searching out. 
The board of revenue undoubtedly wiU , settle 
upon the plan offered for providing an additional 
43 per cent of floor space in the two story struc­ 
ture, though the cost runs considerably above the 
figure anticipated in the cost for replacing the 
destroyed structure. 
The additions and the old 
building would cost $141,«00, and that without 
additional taxation. 
Certainly the members of 
the board of revenue have been doing some think­ 
ing on their own part, thinking for the best 
interests of the people of the county. - 
Commissioners can readily see the need for an 
extension of facilities in the new structure, they 
can readily understand that With the county ever­ 
lastingly on the growing side of the population 
column that there is going to be an extra demand 
for floor space, office space in the county build­ 
ing. Morgan county really cannot get along with 
the same structure, she has needed an adequate 
courthouse facility for several years, the

Naturally a point of question was solved, 
there was no need for long wrangling over wheth­ 
er there should be a new courthouse, the fire came
